and  a  new  treaty  is  to  be  formed  be- 
tween the  French  republic,  Spain,  the 
Italian  ftates  and  the  houfe  of  Auftria. 

The  Germanic  empire  is  to  pre- 
ferve  the  itatus  quo  ante  Bellum,  ac- 
cording to  the  fundamental  laws  ot  the 
peace  of  Weftphalia  ;  the  French  re- 
public i3  to  lake  upon  herfclf  the  gua- 
rantee of  the  flitus  quo. 

May  22.  This  morning  arrived 
Paris  paper*  to  the  19th  inft.  They 
contain  an  important  manifefto  pub- 
Juhcd  by  general  Buonaparte  againjt 
the  Venetian  government  j  and  it  the 
statements  contained  in  it  b: correct, 
v/hi;h  we  have  no  reafon  to  d.fbjlieve, 
there  is  not  a  man  who  dstefts  cruelty 
that  will  not  rejoice  at  any  defeats  or 
ilifuft :r*  which  the  ariftocratic  difpoc- 
ilin  of  Venice  may  experience. 

As  foon  as  the  government  were 
acquainted  with  the  manifefto  of  the 
French  genera/,  they  became  as  hum- 
ble in  adSerfity,  as  ihty  had  been  hau- 
ghty and  cruel  in  profperity.  Toe 
Doge  immediately  affembled  the  Se- 
nate, and  it  was  refolved  that  the  re- 
public ihould  throw  herfelf  Upon  the 
difcretion  of  France,  accept  a  provi- 
iional  government,  and  deliver  up  to 
the  French  the  proveditori,  and  other 
public  functionariei  complained  ot  in 
the  maoifefto. 

We  know  not  whethrr  this  fubmif- 
fion  has  been  accepted  by  general^  Bou- 
napjrte  ;  but  ii  is  faid  that  the  French 
troops  have  taken  poffeffion  ot  the  Ve- 
netian territories  in  the  Terra  Firma. 

Perlet's  Journal  of  the  15th,  ftates, 
but  merely  as  a  report,  that  on  that 
day  difpatches  had  reached  the  directo- 
ry from  the  Brittyh  mintfter,  requeft- 
ing  paflports  for  the  pu.-pofc  ot  again 
fending  a  negeciator  ro  Paris. 

PAR'S.  May  11. 
Tt  is  faid  that  Ric'iery  is  about  to 
fail  from  Brelt  with  a  fquadron  for  the 
Mauritius,  having  commi-honers  from 
the  d'rectory  on  bo=»rd,  who  are  to  ex- 
ecute the  decree  fjr  emancipating  the 
negroes. 

Prince  Chrrlcs,  in  his  interview  with 
Buonpparte,  fpeke  to  him  with  much 
cordiality,  and  acknowledged  to  him, 
that  he  hvi  always  unapproved  of  the 
war,  as  likely  to  be  fatal  to  the  houfe 
©f  Auftria.  lie  (poke  of  the  retreat  of 
M-jreau  and  Jotirdan  in  a  manner  to 
induce  a  belief,  that  it  was  produced 
■by  caufes  not  yet  known  in  France. 
It  appears  by  his  converfation,  that  the 
prince  pofTe'Jcs  politic il  knowledge,  of 
which  the  cabinet  of  Vienna  wi!!  long 
repent  that  they  did  not  avail  them- 
felves.  He  terrified  the  higheft  eftt-em 
for  Bounaparte— -faid  to  him,  that 
France  was  happy  in  pcjtTeffing  fWh  a 
man--- and  allured  him  that  he  fhould 
be  proud  of  cultivating  his  fr  end  (hi  p. 
Bounaparte  replied  to  the  compliments 
ot  the  prince,  with  mixt  frankoefs  and 
dignity. 

Private  letters  from  Berlin  contain 
the  following"  details  ; 

**  The  indifpofiiion  of  the  king  of 
Ptuflia,  becomes  daily  more  and  more 
alarming.

and,  with  only  fire  dillentient  voices, 
it  was  decreed  that  the  government: 
Uiould  fufpend  all  its  functions  ,  that 
the  Republic  lhonid  throw  itfelf  on 
the  mercy  of  the  French  Republic,  and 
alfo,  that  the  Provrditoii,  and  other 
magift  rates  of  whole  conduct  France 
has  reafon  to  complain,  Ihould  bf\iv- 
en  up,  that  they  may  be  puni<heY§0r 
the  atrocities  lattly  perpetrated  a- 
gain  ft  the  French.
